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PROGRESS BY HOSPITAL 
In a comparatively brief period, the 
Bothwell 
Memorial 
Hospital 
has 
been 
elevated to the statu s of a provisionally 
approved hospital by the American Col- 
le^re of Su rgeons. Thu s the Sedaiia in­ 
stitu tion becomes a part of the rich his­ 
tory of the College in its hospital stand- 
ardi$:ation movement. 
The College of Su rgeons was formed 
in 19 13 with a grou ]) of eminent phy­ 
sicians and su rgeons as a nu cleu s. The 
national organization had for its pu rpose 
the betterment of medical edu cation, the 
improvement of the clinical practice of 
medicine, and the standardization of hos­ 
pitals. Its minimu m standard of requ ire­ 
ments in the 
hospital 
standardization 
movement calls for the highest qu ality in 
all ])hases of hospital service. 
Clearly, to be affiliated with a national 
movement for su ch high standards can 
resu lt only in constant improvement for 
any hospital. 
The physicians of Sedaiia, since the 
opening of the Bothwell hospital, have 
made a continu ou s effort toward improv­ 
ing the service in the institu tion. On Ju ne 
17 of this year, at the requ est of the 
board of tru stees, tliey organized a staff. 
The board of ii’u stees approved the by­ 
laws adopted, the applications of the en­ 
tire 
membership 
of the 
Pettis 
Cou nty 
Medical Society and the officers elected. 
The officers of the staff are: Dr. Cord 
C. Bohling, president and chief of staff; 
Dr. Charles B. Trader, vice president and 
assistant chief of staff; Dr. Charles D. 
Osborne, scci'ctaiy of staff; Dr. A. E. 
Monroe, Dr. W. T. Bishop and Dr. Frank 
B. Long, members of the execu tive com­ 
mittee. 
The board of tru stees having complied 
v.’ith all the physical requ irements; the 
physicians having standardized the var­ 
iou s departments, and the record com­ 
mittee u nder the direction of Dr. A. L. 
M alter having brou ght their departments 
to an acceptable condition, the secretary 
repoiled on October 4, 19 35, that the 
hospital was ready for inspection and rec­ 
ommended its appro\al by the American 
College of Su i'geons. 
It is to Dr. Edwin F. Yancey that the 
approval of the Bothwell iMemorial Hos­ 
pital is du e in large part, for after the 
secretary of the staff reported the com­ 
plete compliance on the part of the tru st­ 
ees and the staff, it was to him that the 
associate director of the College went for 
information. Dr. Yancey gave his u nqu ali­ 
fied approval and expressed his confi­ 
dence that the individu al physician wou ld 
comply with the reiiu irements of the Col­ 
lege. 
On October 14, the secretary received 
notice that the hospital had l)een given 
provisional approval for this year. 
The physicians of Sedaiia feel th.it the 
accomplishment thu s far is bu t a step in 
the advancement of the u sefu lness of the 
hospital and the increased efficiency on 
the part of the physicians. The citizens 
of Sedaiia feel that the Bothwell Memor­ 
ial Hospital has made great strides in its 
brief career and will continu e toward the 
goal of perfection which individu als and 
institu tions alike seek as an ideal.

W ho holds that Benito Mu ssolini re­ 
ceives (he cooperation of the Italian peo­ 
ple? That all the Ru ssians cooperate with 
Joseph Stalin? That all the Germans are 
cheerfu lly c.ooperating with Adolph Hit­ 
ler? Yet, these dictators go throu gh the 
fiction of bespeaking cooperation. Men 
who “cooperate” u nder compu lsion are 
not free men, they are driven creatu res.

IS IT A SIGN OF GUILT? 
From the Boston Evening Transcript. 
Attorney-General Bennett of New York 
renews the attack u pon that ancient ru le 
of law which forbids adverse comment on 
the fact that a man on trial for a crime 
fails to testify in his own behalf. Ju dges 
may so comment in England. A bill to 
gi\e the same riglit in New York criminal 
procedu re wa.s placed before the Legisla­ 
tu re last winter, bu t died in committee. 
^ Describing present conditions, the New 
York Attorney-General say.s: “The logical 
inference in most cases where the defend­ 
ant remains silent in the face of accu sa­ 
tion is that he is afraid to apeak becau se 
he knows that by so doing he wdll incrimi­ 
nate himself. 
Bu t the .ju ry is not su ppos­ 
ed to draw- that logical inference. It is 
solemnly instru cted that the fact the de­ 
fendant did not testify is not to cou nt 
again-st him. In theory, his refu sal to take 
the witne.ss stand does not hu rt him. 
Bu t what in reality is the effect u i)on 
the minds of the ju rors? Despite the sil­ 
ence of the prosecu tor and the instru ctions 
from the bench, can they shu t ou t of their 
consciou sness that logical inference? Or 
does the desire to follow' the inju nction 
laid u pon them cau se them to favor the 
defendant for the very fear that they may 
let the forbidden inference influ ence them 
against him? Perhaps there is heie a 
qu estion for phychologists as well as for 
lawyers. 
The freedom of comment enjoyed by 
English cou rts and the latitu de given Fed­

Ju dges 
in 
this 
cou ntry 
afford

cou rts. The mile, of cou rse, has its sincere 
defenders wdio can pictu re cases in which 
the innocent might su ffer if forced to 
testify in their own behalf. Bu t nobody is 
likely to deny that failu re to take the 
stand is cau sed, wn'th few exceptions, by 
tlie belief that despite the logical infer­ 
ence to which it gives rise, it offers the 
gu ilt> a means of escaping the damaging 
admissions that might be forced from 
them were they su bjected to cross-exami­ 
nation.

Although George S. p a rk was born 
in Verm ont and died in Illinois, his 
efforts

George S. P ark was born at Graf­ 
ton, Vermont, on October 28, 1811, 
one houndred and twenty-four years 
ago this week.

$1,200 which he inv ested in lands in 
Illinois.

P ark .settled at the nioutli 
of the Platte riv er, at the p resent 
sire of Parkv ille, Mo., and in 1844, 
he filed the town p lat of Parkv ille 
and built the stone hotel w'hich lat­ 
er became the fii'st building of Park 
College.

In Ap ril, 1855, a mob of about tw'o 
hundred m arched to the Lum inary 
office.

seized and, amid shouts and songs, 
carried to the Missouri riv er and 
throw n in. Park and his family had 
been forewarned and had already 
fled to safety. They soon receiv ed 
an ultimatum not to return to P a rk­ 
v ille on p eril of their liv es, but still 
undaunted p ark, in a letter to the 
p ublic, said: “ Our p ress has been 
thrown into the Missouri riv er. I

P ark mov ed with his family to 
Illinois, where he owned p rop erty 
and w'here he soon became know'n 
as a wealthy landowner and cap ital­ 
ist.
